ECOGNIZING the danger of the house fly as a disease carrying agent, the Chi- 
eago department of health is preparing to wage a determined warfare a. 


the pest this summer. 


At the outset it is admitted that the surest way to eradicate the evil is to 
educate the people to a sense of the almost «.nlimited possibilities and oppure 
tunities possessed by the insect in-the contamination of food. 


After feeding 


upon germ. infected filth the insects transmit the seeds of deadly 


disease as surely as the poisoned arrow of a South American Indian to the unsus- 


pecting victims—who 
most frequently are , 
children. 

Wherever there 
are flies there ig ty- 
phoid fever, dysen- 
tery, tuberculosis, 
smallpox, scarlet 
fever, measles, diph- 
theria, intestinal dis- 
eases fn children, and 
other contagious mal- 
adies.

This point, further ignoring of 
which may lead to your defeat next Novem- 
ber, is your failure to nominate enough can- 
didates for the legislature to give the inde- 
pendent voters, who are ready to rebel 
against ‘machine made’ nominations, a 
chance -to record their independence at the 
polis.

Arrested While Taking Drink.

‘** Born in ’71 in ‘ San Fran,’ and never ar- 
rested in Chicago before,’’ responded Har- 
mon. ‘Got the makings?” 


“You look as if you were 70 years old,”

Many Previous High Dives. 

Harmon is credited with holding the world’s 
record for high “ somersault diying.”’

CRAVING FOR GOLD HIS RUIN 


Wells-Fargo Clerk, with Short- 
age, Tells of Speculation. 


HE NOW ASKS ‘SQUARE DEAL’ 


‘‘Luck Merely Turned,’’ but Superiors 
Say Prosecution Goes On.

“Yes, I borrowed a little money without 
Permisison, but I’m no thief, and if it ha@n’. 
been for an accidental slip of a cog in the 
office machinery I would still be traveling in 
good circles ‘instead of here, and in a few 
weeks I would have paid back in full.” 

This is the view Edward J. Steiber, 5124 
Artesian avenue, takes of his incarceration 
in the Central sfation lockup and the inci- 
dents leading up to his arrest. The Wells, 
Fargo & Co. express, by whom he was em- 
ployed as assistant money order clerk at the 
Polk street depot, caused his arrest on a 
charge that he was $50 short in his accounts, 

This “‘nominal’’ sum was named merely 
to hold the young man while experts ex- 
amined his books, and up to the close of the 
investigation last night there was nothing 
to controvert his assertion that his shortage 
will be less than $100. Only $87 has so far 
been found to be missing—that is, * still 
missing.’”’ 

Steiber was a good worker and didn’t have 
the “bad habits’’ that term generally im- 
plies, and though his employers have much 
sympathy for his young wife and child, they 
believe ‘‘ shor es’’ among men of his class 
are becoming entirely too common and that 
he must be made an example for the benefit 
of other employés. 


Prisoner Wants Square Deal. 

While the prisoner is far from cheerful his 
repentance has not reached the tear shedding 
stage and the young man at times actually 
entertdins hope that restoration of the miss- 
ing funds will save him from criminal prose- 
cution. But G. B. Simpson, manager of the 
express concern, takes a different view of the 
matter. 

‘Now, see here, I want a square deal,” 
began Steiber. who is 27 years old. “* There 
never was a thief in our whole connection. I 
am a Bohemian and as honest as the day is 
long, but through the love for my wife and 
child I craved riches and succumbed to that 
same weakness of speculation that seizes so 
many other ‘ good fellows,’ many of whom 
are never found out. 


Tells How It Happened. 

“Y got the job four years ago, and never 
took a cent until six or seven months ago, 
when I got caught on the short end of the 
market and sunk the couple of hundred dol- 
lars I had in the building and loan associa- 
tion, and all I could borrow from my father 
and brother-in-law, together amounting to 
about $600. Then I began ‘ borrowing * from 
the company. It was my method that first 
made the company believe I was short up- 
wards of thousands. 

* Here is the way I worked !t: I would bor. 
row a package of money one week and pay 
it back the next week, In other words, I 
was merely keeping possession of the coin 
one week longer that I should. How they 
got wise is more than I can tell, but I am 
gorry, for in three or four weeks more I 
would have been all squared up. 

“The only thing they have got me on is 
$87. It was in two packages, one for $54 
and the other for $33. I kept careful count of 
everything. e $72 they found on me at 
the time of my arrest I had borrowed last 
week and had it in my pocket Friday await- 
ing an opportunity to place it back where it 
belonged when I was nabbed.” . 


Will Not Halt Prosecution. 

*“*He was a good worker and I guess he is 
right in saying that less than $100 will cover 
his shortage, but he will be prosecuted just 
the same,” said Supt. Simpson.

STONE FRACTURES THE SKULL 
OF “KING OF LITTLE ITALY ” 


Theater Performance Almost Broken Up 
by Shots Fired by Police Pursuing 
Antonio Levanga’s Assailants. 


Antonio Levanga, 204 Green street, known 
on the Northwest side as the “‘ king of little 
Italy,’’ was attacked by two. young men at 
Erie street and Milwaukee aventie and one 
of them threw a stone which fractured Le- 
vanga’s skull. 

The agsailants were captured after a num- 
ber of revolver shots had been fired at them 
by Lieut. Larkin and several other policemen 
from West Chicago avenue station. They 
gave .the names of Henry Jensen, 255 Mil- 
waukee avenue, and Anthony Skosky, 828 
North Wood street. 

Levanga, who had been i!1 for two montha, 
was taking a walk with his brother, Rocco, 
and Joseph Dapato, for his health. He acct- 
dentally rubbed against a carpet which was 
protruding from a mover’s van in front of 
Jensen's house and the carpet fell to the 
street. Skosky, the driver of the van, and 
Jensen chased the three Italians and it is 
said Jensen threw the stone which injured 
Levanga. 

The shots fired by the police came near 
breaking up a performance in the Humboldt 
theater, Ohio street and Milwaukee avenue. 
Most of the audience rushed to the street and 
joined in the chase.

By checking off the numbers by which the 
employés are khown at the office of the com- 
pany it was determined definitely that only 
seven out of the ninety-there workmen at- 
tached to the plant were missing.

Tragic Scene as Search Goes 

The scene at the ruins as each body 
discovered was tragic. On all sides of the 
wreckeil building, as close as they were 
allowed by the police to approach, relatives 
and friends of the men who were thought to 
have lost their lives stood wailing in their 
mother tongues. The firemen and the em- 
ployés of the reduction company who were 
carrying on the work of recovery were put to 
severe tests as they handled the mamgled re- 
mains. 

One of the unidentified men was found 
hanging, headless, from the fourth floor of 
the reduction tower. It:was seen early in 
the day, but the flames would not permit 
firemen to reach it, When the ruins had 
cooled, tneya climbed the structure at the 
risk of their ives, and lowered the body with 
ropes. 

It was thought for a time that it was the 
body of John Bonass, a missing electrician, 
and his flanceé, Miss Bodelle Sorensen, 17 
years old, 819 Forty-eighth street. became so 
hysterical that the police led her away. 

The body of Lenz was identified by his wife. 
Novak’s remains were recognized by his 
brother, Joseph Novak, a saloonkeeper, 
Thirty-seventh street and Ashland boulevard, 
and Swantake’s name was advanced by hig 
fellow employés. 

Deputy Coroner Michael Hartney impan- 
eled a jury at the Stockyards police station in 
the afternoon, but the inquest was continued 
one week. 


Doherty Suspects Carelessness, 

Superintendent of Streets Michael J, 
Doherty went to the scene of the explosion 
in an automobile in the morning. 

“I am inclined to think the explosion of 
the tank of naphtha was due to the care- 
lessness of some employé of the company,” 
said Supt. Doherty, after viewing the ruins. 
“It may be that some employé was smoking 
and dropped a lighted match.”’ 

The company had the contract for reducing 
the city garbage. Regarding this, Supt. 
Doherty said: : 

“There will be no pressing need for the 
next few days, but we may have to go back 
to the old system of mixing the garbage 
collected throughout the.city and dumping 
it into clay holes. If this has got to be done 
the residents near these clay holes, in all 
probability, will complain against it and 
trouble may follow. 

‘“‘As to the plans of the company to make 
the necessary repairs to reopen the plant, I 
can say little at this time. I will not be able 
to tell until after the board of directors of 
the company meets. 

“JT believe a meeting will be-held either 
tonight or tomorrow morning, to consider the 
“econcern’s contract with the city to reduce 
the garbage. They will decide what is best 

to do.” / ot

Boston Technical Schools.’ | 


Declares Eastern Pupils Seem:to Lack 
Strength and Virility.

A school principal who ts disappointed if 
his pupils do not occasionally whisper across 
the aisle! A teacher who is contemptuous of 
@ “lamblike schoolroom and longs for red 
corpuscles and rough and ready manners in 
the youngsters under his charge! 

Yes, there is such a one—in Chicago.. His 
name is Witham J. Bogan. He 1s principal 
of the Hoyne Manual Training High school 
at Tilincis and Cass streets. He is to be | 
principal of the Albert G. Lane Technical 
High school, which, when completed, will be 
the finest building of its kind in the country. 

- Bogan has just presented to the board 
of education his réport of a trip made by him 
In January to investigate the technical 
schools of eight eastern cities. The rep ig 
not wholly complimentary to the Chicago 
schools. In fact, it urges a numberof radical 
changes as necessary if the system is to 
retain its hold on the y of the city. 
But before all this on one of the first pages 
of hig report Mr. Bogan finds one point on | 
which he has “ to hand it” to Chicago. 

Boston Boys “Lamblike.” — 

“Th Boston,” says the principal, “ the 
lamblike manner of the boys was striking. 
They seem to lack the strength, and virility, 
and rough and ready manners of our Chi- 
cago youths, and I must corifess that after | 
spending half a day in a famous school, where 
during the’ entire time the boys seemed so 
good that they would not even whisper, I 
longed for the brain and brawn of our red 
corpuscled Chicago boys.” nee 

Of the deficiencies of the Chicago school 
system, Mr. Bogan has this to say: 

“ Chicago's need for industrial education 
seems especially urgent in view of the fact 
revealed by the last schoo! census, that there 
were more than 8,000 boys and girls between 
the ages of 14 and 16 years who were not in 
echool and not at work. Besides these idle 
ones, there are thousands of other children 
at work in harmful occupations or in un- 
skilled industries.” 


Proposes Methods of Relief. 


For the relief of tnese conditions Mr. Bogah 
urges, among other things, the establish- 
ment of an industrial elementary school in @ 


congested district, to accommodate gram- j. 


mar school boys who want to learn a “ short 
term ” (two year) trade. Here, the principal 
suggests, instruction should be given in 
plumbing, steamfitting, sanitation, brick- 
laying and plastering, painting and decorat- 
ing, electrical wiring and installation. 
For the Lane Technical High school the 
principal recommends the establishment of 
“elective industrial courses that will train 
students in the fundamentals of skilled 
trades, this training to begin In the second 
year of the high school course, and continue 
to the end of the fourth year.” For this Mr. 
Bogan urges a school period beginning at 
five hours, the present ‘school day, for the 
first year, and increasing gradually to the 
regulation “‘ eight hour day” for the fourth 


year, 
Report Basis of Study. 

Mr. Bogan’s report will be made the basis 
of an extended study of industrial education, 
first by the superintendent’s office, which will 
present a report of its own, and then by mem- 
bers of the school board, many of whom are 
planning to go into the question exhaustive- 
ly. The board’s investigation will he made 
under the direction of Trustee Theodore W. 
Robinson, who is chairman of the Illinois 
committee of the National Society for the 
Promotion of Industrial Education, and Pres- 
ident Schneider, who has made a careful 
study’ of the subject, particularily’ in ‘the 
school syatem of Germany.

Party of 120 Men and Women Make 
Trip to Willow Springs. 


Under the leadership of Albert M. Kales 
and Alexander M. Wilson, 120 men and 
women, guests and members of the Saturday 
Afternoon Walking club, walked, rolled, and 
climbed through the Mount Forest triangle of 
wooded hills yesterday afternoon. The dis- 
tance covered was five: miles. The weather 
wes ideal for walking and everybody, with 
one or two exceptions, came home delighted 
and enthusiastic for more such “ stunts.” 

The party left Chicago at 1 o’clock on the 
Santa Fé railway train and arrived in Willow 
Springs thirty minutes later. Every one was 
equipped with his especial hobby. Some car- 
ried cameras, others walking sticks and 
pipes. Many, influenced by the weather con- 
ditions in Chicago, provided overcoats and 
umbrellas. 

After a few preliminary remarks on the 
ground to be covered, Mr. Wilson, carrying a 
thirty-five pound youngster on his shoulders, 
headed the walkers. When they reached the 
forest the army of enthusiasts were strung 
out a quarter of a mile. 


Women Roll Under Fences. 


As the march proceeded it became neces- 
sary to cut through the farms in order to 
make the schedule time to catch the Chicago 
train. This is where the walk suddenly de- 
veloped into a rolling procedure. Barb wire 
fences were met with every fifty yards. The 
first few fences delayed the walk. The women 
had never been pole vaulters or hurdlers 
and the result was that they hadtotry anew 
way of getting over the fences every time. 
Finally, after six or seven experiments had 
been made, rolling underneath was decided to 
be the best method. Thereafter whenever a 
fence was encountered, which was fifteen or 
twenty times during the afternoon, every 
woman halted and took her turn at “ rolling.” 
The men crossed by going through, hurdling, 
and vaulting. A few adopted the “ rolling.”

It ig safe to say that 
every Catholic in New York who could reach 
the vicinity of the parade was on hand as a 
marcher or a spectator. 


Pageant Ends Centenary Event. 


About every business house in the city 
controlled by Catholics closed at noon. All 
Catholic employés of the city were given a 
holiday and Catholic mail carriers and postal 
clerks were allowed to take part in the pa- 
rade as far as possible. 

The pageant, which passed in review before 
the archbishop of New York and his guest, 
Cardinal Logue of Armagh, was a climax 
to a series of rejoicings for a century of or- 
ganized Catholicism in this city.

RAILROAD OFFERS A REWARD 
OF $5,000 FOR TRAIN WRECKER 


Dynamiting That Killed Two Men and 
Left Only Pullmans on Track Laid 
to Vengeful Hobo. 


Butte, Mont., May 2.—The body of Engineer 
Charles Bussy, killed when the Burlington 
express was dynamited last night, was found 
under the engine this morning. Car! Ming, 
a tramp. injured in the “explosion, died in 
the hospital here this morning. 

The Northern Pacific railway company, 
from its St. Paul offices, has offered a reward 
of $5,000 for the arrest and conviction of the 
persons who placed the dynamite on the 
track. 

The dynamiting is supposed to have been 
the work of a tramp seeking revenge for 
having been ejected from the train. 

The explosion caused the first or helper 
engine to leave the rails, but it plowed along 
for a few hundred feet without turning over.

Chicago Cement Workers and Ex- 
eavators Also Likely to 
* — Quit Their Jobs.

{Three thousand street laborers and pavers 
employed by contractors went on strike in 
Chicago yesterday. They demand an eight 
hour day. Should their grievances not be 
adjusted quickly it is likely that an equal 
number of cement workers and excavators 
also will quit their jobs. 

According to President Frank Gengenbeck 
of the Street Laborers’ council, an agreement 
was entered into a yedr ago with the contrac- 
tors providing for an eight hour day to begin 
May 1 this year. The street laborers say the 
contractors failed to keep this agreement 
and that nine hours’ work dally still is de- 
manded of them. : 

J. A. McCarthy of R. F. Conway & Co. de- 
clared the contractors have advertised for 
men and will fight the strikers. A proposition 
was made the pavers that they begin work 
earlier and quit correspondingly early in the 
afternoon, but the proposal was rejected. 

Plane for carrying on the strike will be 
made at a meeting of the street 4aborers and 
pavers at their headquarters, 212 South Hal- 
sted street, this afternoon.

Claim of $10,000 for Repairs to Bridge

The Chicago and Oak, Park Elevated rail- 
way is charged with “ holding out "’ on the 
tity in the payment of money due for car 
licenses, the company refusing to pay for 
cars that are not in general use. 

All yesterday morning the company was 
in particularly bad with City, Collector Ma- 
gerstadt. It had failed to i 9 a teport of the 
number of cars it owns together with a 
check for the license at the rate of $530 a car. 
Mr. Magerstadt had written President 
Knight of the company on April 28 remind- 
ing him of his duty, but no check was forth- 
coming. 

Mr. Magerstadt then notified the commis- 
sioner of public works to:swing the Lake 
street bridge so as to stop the operation of 
the railroad until] the payment should be 
made. This move was followed by the ar- 
rival of a special messenger from the office 
of Mr. Knight with a certified check for 
$4,800. 

Coincidentally Corporatien Counsel Brun- 
dage assigned his assistant, CharlésiM. Haft, 
to push the suit against the company to re- 
cover $23,850, the license for 497 cars, which, 
it is alleged, the company refused to pay up 
to 1905. The company maintains that the 
cars in question are not in regular use. If 
successful in this litigation the city will col- 
lect licenses for the cars from 1905 to 1908 
and in the future. } 

The city also has a claim of $10,000 against 
the railroad for repairs and maintenance of 
the, Lake street bridge. The company is ob- 
ligated to pay one-third of the maintenance 
cost of this bridge and did so until 1905, when 
repairs costing $27,000 wereamade. Then the 
company halked.

Rule Compelling Use of Bottles 
Hits the Small Dealers. 


CAN’T STAND ADDED COST. 


Grocer Declares Regulation Will Give 
Big Companies a Monopoly. 


| 


The ruling of the health department com- 
/peling small store dealers to sell milk in 
bottles instead of insanitary cans will operate 
to reduce materially the number of smal! 
store milk mauke in Chicago. It is estimated 
that at least 1,000 small dealers will quit the 
milk business and confine themselves to the 
sale of miscellaneous wares. 

The larger grocery dealers in the residence 
districts, particularly on the west and north- 
west sides, will be affected similarly by the 
ruling. Most of these dealers now sell milk 
by the can on the same general plan as do the 
small delicatessen stores. A number of 
grocers said yesterday that they prefer to 
give up their milk business entirely rather 
than stand the increased expense that the 
sale of bottled milk would entail. 


Can’t Stand Increased Expense’ 

“If Iam not allowed to sell milk in cans 
[. shall quit the milk business,” said BE. A. 
Simonson, a grocer at West Erie and Bicker- 
dike streets. ‘I can't stand the increased 
expense. and I know most of the grocerymen 
and smaller storekeepers fee] the same 
about it. 

“The bottled milk proposition looks all 
right on the face of it, but if the milk sold 
in cans were not good the people wouldn't 
buy it. Then thene are many persons who 
prefer’ milk in bulk. What are they going 
to do? 

‘‘ Personally, I don't care a rap about the 
rule. There is no promt in milk. anyway. 
Most of the grocery stores keep it simply to 
accommodate their customers. 

‘“ The rule will operate to give the big milk 
dealers a practical monopoly of the business. 
Of course, if that will insure pure milk for 
Chicago I am in favor of the proposition.”’ 


Thinks Ruling Too Drastic. 


Henry Bollmann, 33 Bickerdike street. 4 
small delicatessen store dealer, said he will 
quit the milk business as a result of the 
order. ° 

“If I can't get a license to sell milk In cans 
I might as well quit,” said he. “ My cus- 
tomers will not come to me for bottled milk 
when they can get milk for the same price de- 
livered by the milk companies. I believe the 
action of the health department Is too drastic. 
My customers prefer to buy milk in bulk. 
Many of them come every day from the 
wagon dealers and tell meI sell better miik 
than that they buy in bottles.”

GET HUGE TUBE TO CARRY MAIL. 


Stockyards Offices of Armour Company 
to Be Equipped with Record 
Vacuum Bore. 


Within three months the largest vacuum 
tube in the world will be operated in Chicago 
and will be used to transfer mail from the 
stockyards postal station, Forty-second and 
Halsted streets. to the general offices of the 
Armour company’s plant at the stockyards. 

The tube has been constructed by the Uni- 
versal Pneumatic Transmission company 
and the installation work will begin this 
week. It will be approximately a half mile 
long, but the unusual feature is its diameter 
of twenty inches. This diameter exceeds 
that of any pneumatic tube used. 

One carrier car will convey as much mail 
as do eight carriers now used in the Chi- 
cago postoffice’s pneumatic mail tubes. The 
tube will go under Halsted street through 
a bore and will proceed in as straight a line as 
possible to the Armour plant. It is estimated 
that the tube will cost about $10.000.. 

‘*In installing a tube of such unusual size 
it was the object of the Armour company to 
make the tube conform to the size which will 
be used In the government postal service in 
Chicago In the future,”’ said an official of the 
company yesterday. ‘‘ The new  postoffice 
pneumatic tubes are to be oMhe same type.”

Relief of a tangible nature is In store for 
the small property owners of Chicago who 
feel that they have. been the: victims of 
oppressively high taxes this year. 

In a series of monthly meetings of the board 
of review, which have been held throughout 
the winter, plans for this relief have been 
outlined—plans which, when carried into 
execution, will mean. a seving of thousands 
of dollars to the small taxpayers. 

Aithough real estate assessments are taken 
up ‘but’ once each four years by the board of 
assessors; the board of review, because of the 
inequalities which could not be avoided last 
year, has decided te take up many real estate 
cases this year for the purpose of equalizing 
assessments. During the winter meetings 
the board accumulated information about the 
properties chiefly in the outlying districts 
which have been overtaxed and these cases; 
when the regular sessions of the board are 
held this summer, will be heard first. 

It was a -series of unavoidable circum- 
stances which last year caused excessively 
high assessments on small property owners. 
Although the board of review was in session 
two months longer than usual the final as- 
sessments of many pieces of property now 
under investigation were not made by the 
board of assessors until too late for the re- 
viewing body to pass upon them. 

The assessors declare that the county com- 


migsioners diso.are to blame for this situa- | 


‘tion in that the commissioners failed to ap- 
propriate sufficient money to pay for adver- 
tising the assessments. Consequently the 
taxpayérs, in many instances, did not learn 
the amount of their assessments until the 
bil arrived. -Then, when they discovered 
that the amount was excessive, it was too 
late for the case to be taken up with the

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| “Peeler” Preceding a General - 


crease of Freight Rates. 
MEAT TARIFF THE STARTER. 


If-Advance to Carolina Stands General 
Action Will Follow, 


Whether the railroads throughout the 
‘country wili put into effect a general in- 
crease in freight rates will depend upon the 
success of the southeastern roads in main- 
taining an advance in rates on fresh meats 
from thé north and west into the section east 
of Asheville, N. C. 

The roads serving this territory have taken 
the initiative in advancing commodity freight 
rates by filling with the interstate commerce 
commission tariffs effective June 1, material- 
ly increasing the rates on fresh meate. The 
increase will amount to from 8 to 10 cents a 
hundredweight and is the first material In- 


crease in rates on foodstuffs made by the 


railroads in many years. 

The advanced rates will mean an approx!i- 
mate increase of 1 cent a pound on low grade 
meats and 2 cents a pound on select cuts to 
consumers. But to the great meat packers, 
particularly of Chicago, it will mean thouw- 
sands of dollars a year. A protest against 
the increase is looked for from Chicago's 
meat packing industries. 


Many Conferences Held. 

Of more importance than the increase in 
rates on a single commodity is the signifi- 
cance of the move, which is regarded. as a 
test of what the interstate commerce com- 
mission and the people will stand in a general 
increase in commodity freight rates. During 
the last few weeks conferences of high rail- 
road officials have been held in the east, 
west, and south to discuss remedies for the 
present traffic stagnation and the necessity 
of earning greater revenue to meet operating 
expenses. The conclusion of these confér- 
ences was that a general increase in freight 
rates is desirable, but how to put it into effect 
was a problem that resulted in disagree- 
ments. Consequently no définite advance 


was decided upon. 


Railway Men’s View of It. 

A justification of such an advance was 
made by an executive officer of one of the 
great trunk lines. He said: 

“If the proposed increase in rates can be 
put into effect without arousing too much 
opposition the result would be of more im- 
portance to the revival of industry than any- 
thing else. There is no doubt that if thou- 
sands of railroad employés now idle could be 
put back to work and the railroads could 
resume the purchase of rolling stock and 
equipment on the same scale as a year ago 
it would be only a short time before railroad 
traffic of every class would return to a nor- 
mal volume. The purchasing power of the 
men who would go back to work under such 
circumstances is enormous.”’ 

Manufacturers and shippers who will be 
directly affected by a genera! increase see 
the matter in a different light and are in- 
clined to believe that with railway operating 
expenses trimmed to the minimum increased 
revenue will mean Only increased dividends 
and that the reémployment of men laid off 
and the tmprovement of physical properties 
will not be proportionate.

Bitter Campaign on Senator Fol- 
lows Charge of “Selling State —

Dallas, Tex., May 2.—[Special.]—Incom, 
plete returns from all sections of the state 
indicate that Senator Joseph Weldon Bailey 
“ vindicated’ of the charge of political

Oil Trust Cause of Clash. 

The fight on Senator Bailey grew out of 
his alleged “unholy allance” with. the 
Standard Oil company. ‘He is the man 
through whose efforts the Waters-Pierce Oil 
company, once ousted from the state, got 
back into Texas. Perjury in making affi- 
davits, corrupt use of money in devious other 
ways, and falsehoods by the hundred were 
laid. against Balley by his foes. 

During the time his enemies were planning 
his overthrow the Senator was not idle and 
two years ago both aides realized that Bailey 
must come out of the fray conquered or 
utterly vanquished. There was to be no 
compromise—no quarter asked or given by 
either side. 

The fight became so bitter against Bailey 
that the legislature of the state three times 
made the senator’s acts the subject of in- 
vestigation. His friends said he was “ ex- 
onerated ’’ each time. His enemies said he 
hed been whitewashed, and the clamor 
against him grew in volume and the charges 
against him in gravity. 


Attorney General Heads Fight. 


R. V. Davidson of Galveston, the attorney 
general, by his determined efforts to oust a 
second time the Waters-Pierce Oil company, 
became leader of the warfare against Bailey. 
With the filing of a new suit against the 
corporation documents that purported to be 
the records of the Waters-Pierce O!l com- 
pany in St. Louis, taken from their archives, 
were publicly produced. Letters signed by 
Bailey himself were put on display, and 
vouchers showing that the accounts of the 
senator had passed through the auditing de- 
partment of a Standard Ofl company were 
photographed, to be réproduced in print as 
evidence against him. 

Bailey was returned to the United States 
senate in 1906 before the opposition to him 
became so widespread. With the new dis- 
closures his enemies determined to “ dis- 
grace”’ him in the eyes of the country by 
barring him from the national democratic 
convention. | They called a convention at 
Waco and nominated as delegate at large 
Cone Johnson to fight Bailey. The senator’s 
friends held a meeting in Fort Worth and 
formally nominated the senator to head the 
delegation from Texas to the Denver con- 
vention. 

Had he been defeated today his political 
epitaph would have been written, so it is 
said, and he would have retired from public 
life.

SOUTHERN CHILD SUFFERS 
FROM “HOOKWORM DISEASE.” 


Government Expert After Several 
Months Finds It Due to Soil Infection 
and Can Be Combated. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—Dr, C. W. Stiles 
of the public health and marine hospital 
service is completing a report to be sub- 
mitted to Secretary Straus of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor relative to 
the existence of the ‘“‘hookworm disease ” 
among children employed in the cotton mills 
of the south. 

In connection’ with the child labor sta-: 
tistics that are being prepared by the de- 
pattment, 
how. much of the poor physical cohditian of 
children. in southern cotton mills is due to 
werk in the mills and how much to disease. 

Secretary Straus desired Surgeon General 
Wyman of the public health and marine 
hospital service to furnish an expert, and 
Dr. Wyman detailed Dr. Stiles, who spent 
several months in North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, and Florida. His report 
to Secretary Straus will show that a large 
percentage of the ill health of the youthful 
workers in the southern ‘cotton mills Is due 
to the “hookworm disease,’ which has long 
existed without recognition from the medica] 
profession in that section. 

The report will show that the disease is 
contracted from infected soil, through the 
eating of vegetables or otherwise. The 
worms once in the system fill the blood and 
attach themselves to the intestinal tract, 
where they proceed to literally suck the life 
out of the victim. 

The result is extreme pallor, emaciatilon, 
fickle, and depraved appetite, with almost 
complete exhaustion of energy. Dr. stiles 
will show that the disease is readily com- 
bated by |medical treatment and sanitary 
conditions, which will put a stop to infection 
of the soil. 


TEXAN BLOCKS EMBASSY PLAN. 


Culberson Has Stricken Out. Clause. 


Appropriating $400,000 for Lega- 
tion Building in Paris. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.—The policy 
sought to be.established by the government 
of providing and equipping buildings for its 
ambassadors in European capitals received 
a setback today in the senate where the 
diplomatic. bill was under consideration. 

Through a point of order by Mr, Culberson 
of Texas an amendment to the house bill 
appropriating $400,000 for such a building 
at Paris was stricken out. Mr. Culberson 
based his objection mainly on the fact that 
the subject had not been properly considered. 

The amendment was placed in the bill by 
the committee on appropriations at the so- 
licitation of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions and the secretary of state, and was the 
object of considerable discussion. After the 
amendment was stricken out the bill was 
passed.

WAGE RATE NO FACTOR, 


Average Earnings of Mill Work- 
er in 1906 Shown to Be 
$9.20 a Week. 


Washington, D. C., May 2.--According to 
figures submitted today by John Norris, rep- 
resenting the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ association, to the select committee of 
the house on wood pulp and paper investiga- 
tion regarding the increased labor cost per 
ton of paper produced, the increase amount- 
ed to but 52 cents a ton. 

spite of statements of the paper men to 
the contrary, he said, his calculation was 
correct, and yet he charged that the paper 
makers had put on an in¢reased price of $12 
a ton, alleging that the increase was due to 
the higher cost of labor. 

_In the case_of the Hudson river mill, Mr. 
Norris presénted data showing that even 
though the mill changed “‘ from a two toa 
three tour. basis,” the cost of production of 
paper actually had been reduced $1.13 per 
ton. It was, he said, a matter about which 
he had personal knowledge. 


Low Wages Are Shown. 


Mr. Norris, replying to questions by Mr. 
Mann, gave evidence showing that the aver- 
age wage of Soyer paper workers in the state 
of New York for the third quarter of 1906 
was §10.94 per week, which, he said, was ex- 
tremely low. 

He would not enter into a dipcussion with 
Mr. Mann as to the latter’s suggestion that 
it appeared to be about time the wages 
should be increased. 

Answering Messrs. Ryan and Bannon, the 
witness said that‘ his wage calculations had 
reference to union helpers, ‘workers, and 
skilled laborers, exclusive of women and 
children. 


Ih the state of Massachusetts, he said, the 


average weekly wage for 1906 was $9.20, and 
that this figure took into account employés 
of all classes and sexes, including those under 
21 years of age. 

In further refutation of the claim of the 
paper manufacturers regarding the high cost 
of labor Mr. Norris read from reports of the 
United States bureau of labor, from which it 
appeared that there was a decrease in the 
pay of paper workers in 1906 as compared 
with 1905, and that paper working was the 
only industry that was decreased. 


Official Record as Proof. 

As showing the slight increase that had 
taken place in the wage scale of paper 
workers. Mr. Norris offered statistics for the 
year 1900 which fixed the paper production 
at 2,782,219 tons, at an average labor cost 


-of $7.46 per week. In 1905, he said, the 


65,064 paper workers in the United States 
received ah average wage of $9.82 per week. 

* Some people say that protection increases 
wages of the working people of the United 
States,”’ remarked Mr,- Ryan, one of the 
democratic members of the committee, but 
Mr. Norris would not permit himself to be 
drawn into a discussion of that question. 

Further disputing the claims of the paper 
makers as to the wages paid, Mr. Norris 
presented in evidence official statistics re- 
garding the printing and binding group, 
which, he said, were receiving 78 per cent 
more wages than were being paid to the 
paper workers. 

The hearing will be resumed on Monday.

The navy department was notified, sum- 
moned him to Washington, and compeélied 
him to resign forthwith because he had de- 
serted his post. It subsequently developed 
that there was a scandal in connection with 
the case, but the secret service search had 
nothing to do with that matter and was con- 
cerned entirely with the location of the miss- 
ing officer. who, it was feared for awhile, 
had been murdered.

34-CINCINNATI-MEN AREHIT 
IN BUCKETSHOP INDICTMENTS 


Employes of a Score of Trading Concerns 
Accused Under State Law—More 
Charges Are Expected. 


Cincinnati, O., May 2.—[{Special.]—The in- 
vestigation into alleged bucketshop opera- 
tions by the Hamilton county grand jury re- 
sulted in the return today of thirty-four in-

The indictments were brought under Ohio 
state laws, but to distinguish the alleged 
bucketshop promoters from legitimate brok- 
ers, the opinion of Justice Holmes of the 
United States Supreme court was followed in 
his decision in the Chicago board of trade 
cases. He defined a bucketshop as “a place 
where pretended buying and selling of bonds, 
graine, stocks, etc. was carried on, without 
any intention of receiving ompaying for prop- 
erty bought, or delivering property sold. 

It is stated at the progecutor’s office that 
the volume of transactfons conducted by the 
indicted men mounted high up into the mil- 
lions, the telegraph tolls paid by the various 
concerns for wire service alone exceeding

whose sting gives one the sleeping sickness 
which has killed a vast number of people in 


_ the immediate vicinity. 


How Sleeping Sickness Works. 


I doubt whether many people im-our coun- 
try have heard of thisterrible disease. The 
pereon infected by it goes to sleep involun- 
tarily, and he sleeps most of the time. The 
disease comes on slowly, and it may last sev- 
eral years. At first the sleep is only occa- 


all the time, and finally dies. The natives 
here are more afraid of it than the smallpox. 
It seems to be a sickness of the brain, and the 
doctors say that it is largely caused by a 
little worm or bacillus which is injected into 
the blood the tsetse fly. This bacillus 
multiplies rapidly, and soon goes through 
every part of the system. When it reaches 
the brain the sleeping symptonis begin. 

Until recently the sleeping sickness was 
confined to the vailey of the Congo, but with- 
in the last few years it hae attacked the is- 
lands and coast of Lake Victoria, and it is 
aiso found in some parts of British East 
Africa. The disease is supposed to have 
been brought here by the porters who carry 
ivory tusks and rubber on their heads from 
the Congo;to Lake Victoria. They bring 

eir freight to Entebbe and to other ports 
about the lake in order that it may be sent 
across the lake on the steamers to Port Flor- 
ence, and by railroad down to Mombaea. 

It is supposed that some of these native 
porters were infected when they came here. 
and that the tsetse flies, which are found in 
great numbers in the swampy regions about 
the lake, were inoculated by biting them. 
You know how the yellow fever is carried by 
the stegomiya mosquito. 


Like American Blue Bottle Fly. 


If that mosquito bites a yellow fever pa- 
tient its blood becomes filled with yellow fever 
gerps, and it plants them in any human be- 
ing it may bite thereafter. It isthe same with 
the tsetse fiy. If it has bitten a man hav- 
ing sleeping sickness it will carry that sick- 
ness to every victim whom it bites in the 
future. I have seen this fly. It looks like 
one of the blue bottle variety which we have 
in America, and is three times the size of 
our ordinary house fly. It has been known 
about Lake Victoria for ages, but it was 
not at all dangerous until the sleeping sick- 
ness natives came here and inoculated it. 

This is supposed to have been just four 
years ago. Shortly after that time the sick- 
ness spread all around the lake. The flies 
on the northern islands became ipfected an 
the natives died by the thousands. Lake Vic; 
toria is full of islands which a few years ago 
were thickly populated and which are now 
almost deserted. The English tried to stop 
the disease, but they could do nothing, and 


they had to look on and see the people miser- 


ably perish. 

Within the last year they have had Dr. 
Koch, the celebrated German diphtheria 
specialist, here studying the disease. He had 
a large hospital on the Sesse island, and has 
had hundreds of patients, but, as I under- 
stand it, so far no radical cure hag been 
found. At one time ‘Dr. Koch thought he 
had discovered a remedy. It was to fill the 
patient with-arsenic. This counteracted the 
disease, but the trouble was that the arsenio 
usually killed the patient. 


Fly Inoculates Wild Beasts. 


A serious matter with regard to this sick- 
ness is the report that the fly ts now inoculat- 
ing the hippopotami and crocodiles which are 
found‘every where about this lake. They bite 
the hippos under the lobe of the ear where 
the skin is thin, and the microbes are thus 
introduced into the blood, so that every fly 
which feeds upon that hippo thereafter be- 
eomes inoculated. I understand that the 
hippo has many thin veins of blood running 
through ite thick skin and that this source of 
infection is serious. As to the crocodiles, 
they are bitten under the neck or between the 
scales. I do not vouch for these facts, but 
give them for what they are worth. 

In the meantime the British have eetab- 
lished sleeping sickness hospitals at different 
places about the lake, and they have also 
segregation camps. When a village gets the 
sickness they put those who have been bitten 
off by themselves in mosquito proof houses 
and keep the others apart until they are sure 
whether they have been inoculated or not. 

The chief trouble is right down on the 
shores of the lake, as it is seid the fly will 
go but a few hundred steps away from it. The 
people, however, who have their villages on 
the. shores are stubborn. They say their 
fathers lived there, and there they will live 


and die. 
Terrible Society of Ghouls. 


Among the islands which have been seri- 
ously affected by the sleeping sicknes#@ are 
those belonging to the Sesse archipelago. 
These lie some distance south of Uganda and 
are reached by canoes or other smali boats 
They are beautiful 
islands, covered with grass and woods, and 
until recently a great part of them was well 
cultivated. It is there that Dr. Koch'’ssieep- 
ing sickness hospital was. 

The people of the Sesse islands are no- 
torious for their secret society of ghouls, 
known as the Bachichi. The members of this 
society eat the dead, and their practice is so 
well known that the Christian natives keep 
watch for eight days after burial over the 
graves of their fellows who have passed 

way. 

There are branches of the society in Ugan- 
da and the custom is common in other 
places. It is said that the ghouls of the 
Sesse islands sometimes carry sick people 
off into the bushes and knock them on the 
head in order that they may be sooner Gtted 
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HILL TURNS DOWN PILGRIMS; 
REFUSES TO BE “HONORED.” 


New Ambassador to Germany Wants No 
Dinner as a ““Happy’” Denouement of 
Diplomatic Squabble. 


{BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

LONDON, May 2.—Literally the last straw 
which would have broken the camel’s back, 
so far as Americans are concerned, with 
reference to the recent unpleasantness in 
connection with the kaiser’s attitude toward 
the qualifications of David Jayne Hill for the 
post of American ambassador to Berlin, was 
the dinner which the London branch of the 
Pilgrime’ society proposed to give him on the 
occasion of the final “‘ happy ”' denouément 
of this diplomatic squabble and which, of 
course, did not take place. 

Why any ‘official of the Pilgrims ever 
thought a dinner of such a character would 
be appropriate and just which official or 
member originated the brilliant idea is not 
known. It is certain however, that such an 
invitation was actually drawn up and sent 
to Mr. Hill, the society asking him to allow it 
to show its pleasure at his final acceptance 
by the kaiser in the form of a dinner to be 
given in his honor in London. By declining 
to be thus honored Mr. Hill undoubtedly 
vindicated in the most effective way possible 
the general high opinion as to his qualifica- 
tions as.a diplomatist. 

In a polite note he explained to the Pil- 
grims’, officials that he had so many engage- 
ments he ceuldn’t possibly find time to cross 
the channel. It was only after his response 
was received that the Pilgrims’ officials 
began to speculate as to why Hill would not 
be honored, but it is safe to assume they have 
thought out the reason by this time.

Says Boys Become Inferior Copies of the 
Girls When They Are Taught in Same 
Classes.

LONDON, May 2.—A writer in the Times 
seriously criticises the American system of 
coeducation of the sexes. He admits thead- 
vantages for physiological and social rea- 
sons, but points out that at most coeducation

them in proportion. 

“A girl matures earlier than a boy,”’ he 
says, ‘and at the age at which the two are 
educated together her power_of concentra- 

on is greater. Thus it happens in 
many classes that the nature of teaching is 
determined by the requirements of. girls, 
and, as ‘there is an irrepressible tendency for 
the minority to imitate the majority the boys 
become an inferior copy of the girls, acquir- 
ing girls’ gentleness and sensitiveness, but 
not the proper strength of either sex.

AMERICANS DRIVEN FROM COREA 


Japs Make Things Unpleasant for New 
York Owners of/Public Utilities, 
Who Will Quit.

LONDON, May 2.—Andrew McKinley, who 
arrived on Tuesday with his wife from 


an eighteen months’ tour of the Philippines, 


China, Japan, and Corea, said the Ameri- 
cans are having a hard time in Corea. 

“At Seoul,” he said, “ the manager of the 
New York company owning the water, elec- 
tric lighting, and street raliway concessions 
told me the Japanese have made things so 
hot for the company that it is going out 
of business this summer. The result will be 
that the Japanese will get control. 

“The Japs are going on the principle 
that Corea ts for Japan, and are pushing 
out the Americans, Britons, and Germans 
with.a high hand. 

“JT found much complaint in the Philip- 
pines owing to the high export duties for 
sugar, tobacco, and hemp.

THIEF AS RELIGIOUS TUTOR. 


Londoner Sold Dry Goods by Day and 
Stole by Night.

LONDON, May 2.—A solution of the mys- 
tery of the robbery of last December in which 
$125.000 worth of diamonds were stolen from 
the bedroom of Mrs. David Beatty. daugh- 
ter of the late Marshall Field of Chicago. in 
Brocksly hall is promised with the arraign- 
ment today in the police court of Leicester of 
John Frederick Spencer. a remarkable Jekyll 
and Hyde Sunday school teacher and burglar. 

The arrest of Spencer came as the culmina- 
tion of a series of the most skillfully execu‘ed 
burglaries in the fashionable Melton Mow- 
bray, and Leicester districts ever perpetrated 
In England. 

Scotland Yard all but admitted defeat in 
unraveling the mystery. Time after time 
detectives made arreste, only to be com- 
pelled to release the prisoners through lack 
of evidence. 


Always Missing at Night. 

Suspicion never fell on Spencer, who was 
rgarded as a model business man of Leices- 
ter. He conducted a dry goods store and 
taught a large Sunday schoo! class on Sun- 
days. He attended meetings of charity or- 
ganizations, gave liberally to the poor, and 
was acquainted with many of the best peo- 
ple of Leicester. 

At night, however, he always was missing, 
and’it develops that, armed with a set of 
burglars’ tools, opiates, and poisons, with 
which he quieted sleepers and killed trovle- 
some dogs, he was making burglarious expe- 
ditions and robbing many people whose ac- 
quaintance he made in business and in 
church. 

Captured by Merest Accident. 

He was captured finally by the merest ac- 
cident, the policeman into whose arms he 
ran all but refusing to believe his eyes when 
he tore the mask from Spencer’s face. 

Burglaries in which the booty was valued 
at several hundreds of thousands of dollars 
are laid to Spencer's door, and he has ad- 
mitted that the jimmy found in his posses- 
sion is the same with which entrance was 
gained to Capt. Beatty’s residence. 

Among the articles stolen at the latter 
place were two diamond rings presented to 
Mrs. Beatty by the late Marshall Field and 
valued at $25,000 each. 


PRUSSIAN HONOR FOR AMERICAN 


Otto Kinkeldey Selected to Ransack Ger- 
many for Forgotten Musieal 
Manuscripts.

BERLIN, May 2.—Unique honors have been 
bestowed on @ young American, Otto Kinkel- 
dey, of New York, a former pupil! of Edward 
MacDowell, by the Prussian ministry of 
education, he having been selected as one of 
the two experts appointed annually to ran- 
sack Germany for long forgotten musical 
manuscripts and printed works. 

The project is under the direction of the 
royal musical historical commission, which 
is compiling a catalog of all music stored in 
public libraries, ‘schools, and churches in or- 
der to preserve what has not been lost. 

The annual appointments of the search 
commission are eagerly coveted in the Ger- 
man music world. Mr. Kinkeldey is the first 
American ever selected. His work beging at 
Jena.

CHAULNES’ DEATH: 
CAUSED BY OPIUM: 


Despite Police Efforts Details 
of the Tragedy Become 
Known in Paris. 


STRICKEN WHILE IN DEN. 


Friends Removed Dying Duke te 
Hotel Where American — 
Bride Lived. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUxE.] 

PARIS, May 2.—It now transpires that the 
death of the duke of Chauines followed imme- 
diately a visit by the unfortunate young man 
to an opium den. The matter was carefully 
kept a secret by the police, who helped re- 
move the duke in a dying condition to the 
Hote! Langham. 

The facts, as related by a member of the 
Chaulnes family, make the story one of the 
rnost somber in the history of Paris society. 
As alreacy related, the duke died in the hotel 
at the side of his wife, the danghter of Theo- 
dore Shonts of New York. She was unap- 
prised of the immediate causes until after 
death. She also was unaware, until too late, 
that his condition wag go serious. 


Opium Den Near Hotel. 

It appears that the duke, accompanied by 
an intimate friend of his sister, the duchesse 
of Uzes, left the Hotel Langham shortty after 
dinner and went to a fashionable opium den 
only a few doors from the hotel in Rue Boe- 
eadort . 

One hour later the proprietor of the house 
became alarmed at the duke’s condition. He 
apparently had fallen into’ a syneope, his 
heart action had almost ceased, and he ap- 
peared to be dying. 

The proprietor sought in vain to revive the 
duke and finally rushed from the house in 
quest of a physiciah. The firet man he en- 
countered happened to be a high police offi- 
cial, who knew Chautnes intimately. 

The ‘official returned with the proprietor 
and they, together with the duke's friend, 
carried the dying man back to the Hotel 
Langham. Nie 

Revives, Left to Die. 

Fresh air revived him slightly, and the 
duchess was informed there was no danger. 
The duke was immediately put to bed and 
within an hour he was dead: 

The story has not been published in Paris 
yet, but it is known that the police have re- 
ceived a strong hint from high quarters to 
undertake a fresh campaign against the 
opium dens and other resorts where victims 
of the drug habits indulge in the vice. 

Such a campaign was begun several months 
ago as the result of the scandal in the navy 
growing out of the addiction of a young offl- 
¢er to the opium habit, but the campaign 
was allowed to drop, and now there are more 
dens in Paris than ever. 

On the day preceding his death the duke 
of Chaulnes gave an important order for 
antique furniture. ‘1 won't take them now,”’ 
he said. ‘' Put them aside for awhile. At 
present I am using all my spare cash to pay 
my debts.”’ 


CLEVER FORGER IS CAUGHT. 


Scotland Yard Detectives Arrest Man 
Who Counterfcited $375,000 
Worth of French Rentes.

LONDON, May 2.—-In Harry Hill, arrested 
with a complete outfit for e¢ terfeiting 
French rentes in his possession ard remanded 
by the magistrate of the Bow street police 
court tcday, Scotland yard detectives be- 
leve they have the leader of w band of forg- 
ers that obtained hundreds of thousands of 
doliars from forged coupons. The forgers 
have been causing despair to the most as- 
tute continental detectives in the last six 
months. As a result of the presentation of 
forged coupons to the Mannheim bank early 
in April the detectives at last succeeded tn 
tracing the spurious paper here, with the re- 
sult that Hill was arrested at Gravesend, 
where he ostensibly carried on the business 
of a civil engineer. Included in. the outfit 
found in his possession was a plate for pro- 
ducing a water mark that has never been 
equaled by counterfeiters. The forged cou- 
pons had a face value of $275,000. 


AUTOIST WHO KILLED BOY WINS. 


Young Philadelphian Escapes Jail 
for Running Down Child Acci- 
dentally in Paris.

PARIS, May 2.—Charles P. Barard, the 
wealthy young Philacelphian recently con- 
demned by a French court to pay a fine of 
$10 and spend three months in jail for acei- 
dentally killing a child while driving his auto 
through the Avenue Grande Armée, todey 
won an appeal. 

The fine was increased to $120, but he was 
granted an exemption from the jail sentence. 
IU'nder the first offenders’ act, Donald Harper. 
representing the defendant, pointed out that 
thousands of Americans drive cars through 
Paris streets every week, but accidents are 
rare, 

He also pleaded that the offender stopped 
his machine immediately after the accident 
and since has done everything poesible to re- 
lieve the distress of the boy's family.

Nothing faunted, he pro- 
ceeded with arrangementg until all kings, 
regents, leading grand dykes, and reigning 
princes of the empire— nteen altogether— 
were pledged to accompany him to Vienna. 


Franz Josef Has Reasons. 

Their coming, it is said, was disagreeable 
to Francis Joseph in the first place on purely 
Personal grounds. His shattered health re- 
quires him to abstain from elaborate cere- 
momals of all kinds, and apart from well 
known antipathy to spectacular functions 
the visit is reported repugnant to the em- 
peror. ek a 

However, there is still another personal 
reagon—namely: that it cannot help but re- 
vive painful recollections of a time shortly 
before Prussia humiliated Austria in the war 
of 1866, when Francis Joseph, head of the 
old. “ German bund," wae himeelf the titular - 
leader, and the same galaxy of rulers who” 
now are about to visit him as a delegacion 
of magnanimous well wishers,’ 

From the standpoint of the Austrian gov- 
ernment the coming of the German crowned 
heads is regarded as regrettable, because of 
the inevitable‘emphasis it will place on Aus- 
tria's German character: That is.a bone of 
contention in the dual monarchy’s distracted 
politics which the people say the kaiser ought 
:O have recalled when he planned such a 
demonstrative display of the united Teuton’s 
might and power before the Austrian public. 


Not Purpose to Cause Feeling. 

These considerations find public expression 
in Germany because of the universal desire 
to do nothing to aggravate the tactlessness

The first famous author called by Rita’s 
counsel was Rider Haggard. ‘It is most 
unusual for a publisher to.alter the name and 
character of a novel withoyt consulting the 
author,” he said. “ Some of my novels have 
been altered, but 4 was successful in stopping 
it.”’ 

Anthony Hope, chairman of the Society of 
Authors, said in answer to questions: “I 
know of no journalistic practice justifying 
a pubiisher describing a novel which has ap- 

éared before asa thrilling hew sertal. There 
s no doubt but what the alterations and 
omissions diminish the Mtérary yalue of the 


work and are disparaging to’the author.”’ 


Egerton Castle, Jerome K. Jerome, and 
Barry Pain also gave evidence to the same 
effect, while tthe evidence of William Le 
Queux, take by a commission because of a 
contemplated trip te.the north pole, showed 


his opinion to be that the writer had nothing’ 


to do with a serial after selling it to an agent, 
who woyld be justified in changing the entire 
story if he wished, 
Shorter Named “Treasure Island.” 
The most interesting witness, however, 
was Clement K: Shorter, London editor of 


the Sphere, who admitted having cut a story 
by Robert Louls Stevenson. 


“TI not only cut‘one of Stevenson's stories, 
but changed names,” he said. “ This was a 
story originally called “The Sea Cook," by, 
Stevenson, but I didn’t like the title for @ 
sefial pubdiictation, so I changed it to ‘ Treas- 
ure Island,’ and thé story has been known as 
such ever since.”

Ap- 
parently there was no chance for a scrap and 
the Sox packed their belongings ready for a 
getaway on an early afternoon train, so as 
to get a good night’s rest. at home and avoid 
the loathed sleeper. 


Sun Out for Awhile. 


By 1 o'clock, however, the weather boss 
turned aside the blizzard and sent a warm 
blasting sun, which started melting the snow 
and drying things up. The Tiger mandage- 
ment was on the point of calling everything 
off when this sudden switch occurred. Presi- 
dent Navin had deferred his ultimate de- 
cision as long as possible, because yester- 
day’s victory meant a good Saturday crowd 
even with the raw weather conditions, while 
a postponement meant an awful mess of 
Tiger-Sox scraps in a bunch later on. The 
Sox unpacked their togs, donned their 
spangles, and piled into their bus for the 
park. Thdé sun was still shining beauteously. 
No sooner had the players reached the 
grounds, however, than the blizzard renewed 
with a fresh supply of frigidity. The play- 
ers were driven into the shelter of the Tigers’ 
lair to keep from -freezing..

. Weather Proves Costly. 

The weather man’s prank cost both clubs 
a pretty penny which might have been saved 
if he had kept the blizzard going instead of 
working in the comedy act of sunshine. If 
the Sox could have left on the afternoon 
train they would have saved the cost of sleep- 
ers for the entire party and of the useless 
bus ride to the grounds and back. ‘The 
Tigers, if they could have left earlier for St. 
Louis, would have saved the cost of their 
special train to Toledo. Thus did the joker 
tempt the managements to draw one card. to 
a bobtailed diamond flush, then hand out the 
deuce of clubs and stack them up against 
a jack full.

Moreover it has come to light that it Is

A committee was appointed to draw up 
the rules to govern the several sports, which 
include baseball, basketball, indoor bali, 
wrestling, fencing, and gymnastics, which 
the union will control. Although there isa 
certain anfount of bitterness shown towards 
the A. A. U. by some of the members, the 
organization is not looking for trouble with 
that body. However, the turners say they 
will be in a good position to look after their 
own interests in case of any clagh.

Sertion the mare had keen fired for the 
trouble. Now, the exact facts are that when 
the mare suddenly went lame it was decided 

« by her owners that the best plan would be to 
breed and retire her for a year or two. She 
‘was not fired for a spavin nor was any treat- 
ment for an allment of that character resort- 

@ed to. In a short time the lameness entirely

you know whether your horse is to trot a 
mile and a quarter or 500 feet farther, and 
likewise before you know whether or not

placed until three entrance inoney payments 
of $100 each have been made, by which time 
no doubt some of the horse owners who are 
now so enthusiastic over the prospect of 
taking down the $30,000 which goes to the 
first ‘horse will have learned a few things 
worth putting in storage.

A Japanese aeronaut may, compete tn the 
balloon meet to be held in Chicago July 4: 
Taro Washio of Tokio, Japan, president of the 
ballooning organization of that city, ia the 
probable entrant in the long distant contest. 

In a letter dated March 1 Wasiro wrote 
President Coey he had read of the Chicago 
contest and coveyed the good wishes of the 
Japanese Aero club towards the local meet- 
ing. He asked that information be sent him 
regarding the contests. The Jap’s balloon is 
about 60,000 cubic feet in dimater. A cable 
was sent Washio last night by the club, urg- 
ing the entry of the Japanese balloon. 

Interest has been aroused among the scien- 
tiric coterie of the local club over the an- 
nouncement that an eastern concern is to in- 
stall a wireless telegraph station in the 
basket of the Coey balloon. The basket will 
hold ten persons and the builder asserts that 
the envelope or bag will hold gas for three 
weeks.

Chicago Club Seeks Entries for 


Its Race to Mackinac. 


LIVELY CAMPAIGN NOW ON. 


Belief Four or Five Outside Boats May 
Be Secured.

The Chicago Yacht club has started a 
campaign for entries for its blue ribbon 
Trace to Mackinac which wiii be carried into 
every yacht club on the great lakes that 


| has an eligible boat enrolled under its bur- 


gee. 

There is reason to believe at least four 
and possibly five entries from outside ports 
will be received before the lists close. Last 
year only one outside yacht competed—R. 
B. Brown's Ranger, from Milwaukee—and 
the owner was so taken. with the race that 
he has declared his intention to have an- 
other try for the trophy this summer. 

Now the restriction as to club topsails 
has been removed, the principal objection 
of some of the large boat owners has been 
done away with, and it is expected they 
will get ints the game. Chicago's geograph- 
ical location at the southern end of the 
great lakes chain has much to do with the 
lack of outside entries, as the lower lakes’ 
yachtsmen would be compelled to sail sev- 
to hundred miles to get to the starting 

ne. 


Good Arguments Offered. 

This objection is being met with the argu- 
ment that thetrip can be taken as part of 
an extended cruise, which scores of owners 
engage in each season, and that the yachts 
could be brought here a week or ten days 
ahead of time. The race to Mackinac would 
then take the visiting yachts on the way 
home and they would be given an excellent 
chance to carry with them the title of win- 
ner of the longest fresh water race in the 
world. 

It is certain that the next race will have 
the greatest entry list in the history of 
the classic fixture, as every boat of the four- 
teen that competed last summer will enter 
again in addition to a number of others. 
Last year the Columbia Yacht club had 
only one yacht in the race—the cruiser Bea- 
trice, owned by Moore and Baker. With 
the resumption of racing relations between 
the Chicago and Columbia clubs and the 
universal “‘ get together" spirit among all 
of the local organizations, it is reasonable 
to assume that a record breaking entry list 
will result, One boat which will add much 
interest to the race is William Hale Thomp- 
son's big schooner yacht Valmore, which 
will fly the colors of the Illinois Athletic 
club and put up a great fight for the cup, now 
held by Commodore George Tramel’s Ven- 
cedor of the Chicago Athletic association. 

George st. Peare left yesterday for New 
London, Conn,, where Valmore has been fit- 
ting cut preparatory to its long voyage to 
Chicago. Mr. Peare will take charge of the 
big eighty-footer and act as skipper during 
the 3,000 mile trip around the lakes, which 
is expected to consume six or eight weeks. 
It is the intention of Owner Thompson to 
join the crew after half the distance has 
been covered. 


Another Lipton Cyp Entry. 


Another entry has been assured for the 
Lipton cup races in the twenty-one footer 
Outlaw, which has just been purchased from 
C. V. Aspinwall of Rochester by Newton 
Smith and Lacey J. Patterson of the Colum- 
bia Yacht club. Outlaw ig well known to 
Chicago yachtsmen, as this formerly was 
the home port of the boat, which was owned 
by Fred Dv. Porter. 

Outlaw competed for the Lipton cup in 1902 
and 1908, but failed to finish better than an 
“also ran”’ contestant. Three years later 
the boat went east, where it was successful 
in a number of races. The new owners wil! 
go after the yacht next month and will take 
it to the Put-In-Bay races tn July, after 
which they will cruise to Mackinac and meet 
the fleet which competes in the Chicago Yacht 
club’s race to the island. Later Outlaw wil] 
be brought here and tuned up for the Lipton 
races. 

Chicago, the new yacht being built for the 
Lipton cup races by the Weed syndicate of 
the Chicago Yacht club, is well on the way, 
and work will go forward rapidly from now 
on.

One interesting Ge to which one type of 
magnet is put is in the lifting and dropping of 
what are krown as “skull cracker balls.” 
These balls weigh as much as 20,000 pounds. 
They are used at the furnaces and steel mills 
in breaking up imperfect metal castings and 
the like, which must always be broken be- 
fore they can be melted again. 

This magnet is first used to pile the metal 
which is to be broken in the derired heap or 
place. It next lifts the “ cracker ball’ high 
above the pile and the operator at the proper 
time breaks the eurrent of electricity and re- 
leases it to fail with all ite weight upon the 
metal beneath. Finally the broken castings 
are lifted bythe same magnetic power and 
loaded into cars or other receptacles, 


Magnet Lifts 20,000 Pounds. _. 

Another interesting sight is the lifting by 
magnet power of a complete “ sow and pigs " 
out of the sand floor of a furnace casting 
house. A different type of magnet is re- 
quired for this. The tonnage which a mag- 
net will lift alao depends to some extent upon 
the object to be lifted. 

One type of magnet which is fifty-one 
inches in diameter and weighs 5,100 pounds

In about 95 per cent of the cases 
the man’s brain is all right in formation, but 
because he never exercised he has let his 
physical machinery below his midriff get all 
out of gear. In other words, lots of what 
passes for brain derangemient is really the 
effect of an outraged liver. 

“ Blue Monday is only an example of this 
same condition. Men on Sunday iounge 
around home, read the papers all day except 
at méals. move around far less than they do 
on a business day, and eat more ‘ good home 
cooking,’ including pie. And then they won- 
der why they feel s6 stale Monday morning 
and nothing goes right. It isan old saying, 

‘Don’t throw up your job on a Monday.’ 
Other men go to the other extreme. On Sun- 
day they put in the entire day in violent ex- 
ercise. the only exercise they get during the 
week.

Fasten this one point in the mind: these 
typewriter companies have never been known 
to charge one single cent.

In Chicago the other day a young woman 
who hgd registered with an employment 
agency, paying her ‘*‘ registration ” fee of $5, 
applied after fruitless search for work.to 
one of the large typewriter employment bu- 
reaus.

This gives a total of 10,000, making a grand 
total for Chicago of 30,000 jobs obtained each 
year, and this has been the record for the 
last. seven years,

New York will find employment for twice 
this numbef, or 60,000. Philadelphia, having 
a population of about 1,000,000, will get sit- 
uations fora little less than one-half the 
number obtained in Chicago, or about 2,500. 
The same is true of Boston and St. Louis; 
that is, per company. All companies have 
branch houses in\these cities, so the basis 


of estimate is the same as for Chicago, or,, 
for Philadelphia, 9,000. This gives a total for’ 


these cities of 117,000 positions. The re- 
mainder of the larger @ities will, figuring 
twenty of them, yield for each one-third what 
Philadelphia yields, or 8,000.a city each year, 
totaling for the twenty @,000. Safely, the 
figures will prove that there are more than 
200,000 positions found and filled by the type- 
writer companies each year over.the United 
States at no cost whatever. 

This is more than five times as many ste- 
nographers’ positions as were ever obtained 
by all the employment agencies in the United 
States for the last five years. In the latter 
case each position must have cost the apph- 
cant not less than an. average of $3. That 
would be three times $40,000, or $120,000. 
Think of it! And the typewriter companies 
have not charged one cent. 

In other words, the typewriter companies 
are supporting an army of young men and 
young women each year of 200,000, one-fifth 
that of the German army.

Three- 
quarters of an inch is a good width to make 
the hems, and on no account should they be 
over one inch wide.

This beld botanist has found that the 
development in both animal amd@ plant occurs by the 
simple process of “multiplying cellular tissue,” or as the 
non-initiates would say, by the simple process of grow- 
ing up. In the embryo of @he plant just as in that of 
the animal -there is an almost identical shape in the 
efrly stages. /j 

In this early stage the human embryo resembles a 
bean more than anything else. Through it from north 
to south runs an axis which really is the center point of 
life. One end of the axis, the southern extremity, as- 
sumes a pointed shape; the northern end takes sa 
rounded or poll formed aspect. From each side of the 
axis little outgrowths or appendices begin gradually to 
make their appearance. These outgrowths: invariably 
take the direction of the extremity to which they are 
nearest. In animals two’ of tie outgrowths take the di« 
rection of the poll; two others také the direction of the 
pointed end. The same phenomenon occurs in the cage 
of the bean shaped embryo of plants. — 

Now in the animal embryo a bone forms the first 
outgrowth; it is followed soon afterward by a second 
outgrowth which contains two bones; in its turn this 
second outgrowth again subdivides itself in such a way 
as. to produce the five fingers of the hand and the five 
toes of the foot. Any one can test this for themselves. 
Just feel your hands and feet and trace the outgrowth 
back to their source and you will see;that this is so.

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Flower of Plant Is Its Head. 

If his conclusions seem over hasty it ig only because 
his careful and detailed studies have not been thor- 
oughly mastered. He thas found that the northern ex- 
tremity of the axis always develops into the head. In 
plant life the head is the flower. In animals it is the 
brain. In both cases this place is occupied by the organ 
that is most effective in preserving the species. In flow- 
ering the plant displays its greatest vitality and vigor. 
Among animals, once the development of the nervous 
eystem has‘ brought about intelligence and conscious 
will, the brain decides in the matter of the survival or 
preservation of the species, the organs of fecundity 
taking really a secondary place. 

The southern extremity of the axis gives M. Saint- 
Saéns no less interesting scope for speculation. Most 
animals possess a ta!l,-either in the full or the incipient 
stage of development. Yet few of them use it to such 


an extent as the scorpion or the horse. What then 


was its intended use? That it was not meant merely 
for ornament is shown by the fact that in certain ani- 
mals it is proved to be the extension of the spine. Even 
man has the beginnings of a tail. This tail is nothing 
else than the equivalent of the tap root in plants, but it 
has become useless and for the simple reason that its 
possessor has for countless ages adopted other methods 
of struggling for existence. n 

Many zodlogists have compared the skeletons of ani- 
mals with those of plants and have found the artic- 
ulatory or branching process to be wholly identical. 

x “ 
Resemblances Noted in Many Instances. 

Innumerable comparisons between animals and 
plants occur to any one who has known gnd loved them. 
Many insecte and reptiles and other animals have fea- 
tures and characteristics remarkably like those of the 
plants. The wings of the katydids, relatives of the 
grasshopper, closely resemble the green leaves among 
which the creatures dwell. The closed wings of the 
kallima butterffy of India resemble a. dead leaf. The 
walking etick insect is like the green twigs on which 
it is foul 

Probably the most marked resemblance to a plant 
is found in the green leaf insect of South America. Not 
only the wings but body, head, legs, and even antenne 
are leaflike and of a bright green hue. The markings 
of the wings appear to be leaf veins and there are often 
many small yellowish places in near imitation of decay- 
ing, stained or fungus covered spote on the leaves. 

Among the zodphytes or other animal plants and 
among higher orders of animal life many points of re- 
semblance to the trees, leaves, and flowers may be noted. 
There is a curious resemblance between the orchid and 
the head of a bat. The deep sea shrimp has palm leaf 
limbs. The frilled lizard has a collar as delicate and 
beautiful as a maiden hair fern. Even the nervous sys- 
tem of the human body has been compared aptly to the 
epreading roots of a tree. There are plants that are 
carnivorous, having rudimentary stcmachs and digestive 
Organs. There are plants that sleep. 

Bishop Alb. Magnus, who was denounced as 4a 
wisard over 600 years ago, declared that plants .slept 
the same as men, and this comparison wae one of the 
charges in the complaint against him. The great Dar- 
win gave much study to this. phenomenon. If, clover 
leaves are cut off and plunged in water they will open 
their leaves to the sun as widely as possible, but if 
they are carried into a darkened room they will fold 
them shyly together and sleep.

Vegetables Have Organs of Sense. 

An Austrian botanist, Count Prof. Haberlandt, has 
Succeeded in discovering a number of vegetable sense 
Organs. A microscope is necessary in order to recog~ 
nize them, for they are so fine and delicate that, like 
human organs of touch and taste and smell, they can 
be hidden under our eyes. Experiments with the sensi- 
tive filament of the barberry have shown that only the 
- inner side which is turned toward the pistil is sensitive. 

If the skin is peeled off this side and placed beneath 
@ miscroscope there appear many cornered fiat divi- 
sions which make up the customary cell division of 
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the skin. These are interrupted by some little pro- 
tuberahces staring up at the beholder. They are mov- 
able to a certain degree as Af hung on hinges. This is 
the whole sense apparatus. It is so inconceivably 
simple that it is easily overlooked and not understood. 
But the corresponding human sense of touch is nothing 
more than a portion of living matter that can be irri- 
tated with pressure. 

In the marvelously complicated miracles of nature, 
in the mammals and even in man sensitiveness is accom- 
plished in just such a simple way. The tip of a duck’s 
bill is one of the most sensitive things Known. The 
eritire touch mechanism of the duck consists of two 
cells which together form a small lump to which runs 
a nerve. This is as simpje as anything well could be. 

The organs of feeling in plants are but variations on 
this simple form. In the sensitive stamens of the corn 
flower this organ consists of a circle of irritable hairs; 
in the knap weed, of upright scattered hairs which 
play the same role as the whiskers of a cat.

Complete Nervous Systems of Planis. 

And of what use are sense organs but to transmit 
stimali from without to something within? The new 
botamists have removed all doubt from this. They de- 


- elare that excitation is transmitted in the plants just 


as in the human body. In the human body there are 


nerves for the purpose. And there is-increasing tend- ‘ 
ency among the botanists to predicate nerves of plants, 


A: Bohemian scholar, Nemec, discovered a nervous 
system of plants first in the root of the domestic onion, 
and@ soon in many others of Flora’s children, including 


the hyacinth, the water lily, the ferns, and later in 
millet, gourds, peas, and potatoes. 

But Neniec does not. end with nervous system. He 
finde himself forced to draw the only logical conclusion 
from the fact of sense organs and /stimulus transmis- 
sion. This conclusion is: Wherever there are life 
activities and stimulus there must be apparatus to re- 
ceive.and transmit them. Of what.use is such ar ap- 
paratus and such transmission if there is not some- 
thing that can receive the experience and utilize its re- 
sults? Such a reception is called sensation, but the 
utilization of sensations implies something “that we 
have been accustomed to designate by the puzzling 
word soul.”

Do the Flowers Really Have Souls? 

Of course,*to have spoken thirty years ago of 
perceptions and souls in plants would have been laugh- 
able.

Play Goes On Without Audience. 

These stirring scenes are not enacted amidst the 
hisses of the gallery gods. There ig @ constant melo- 
drama, but no audience. Although virtue here is re- 
warded and the villein is folled—es he should be in 
real life, and seldom ise—there are no cheers for virtue 
and even when foiled the villain with the greatest 
disregard for conventiohalities neglects to say “ Bah!” 
or “The jig is up.” The actors in these little heart 
stirring dramas kill each other, rob each other, ahd 
make love to each other without the reward of ap- 
plause or the stimulation of an interested audience. 

Furthermore their work is performed in. silence. 
When the brave but humble hero proposes to the fair 
maiden’ and explains that their future Hfe will not 
be one of grandeur, of mansions in the city, of autos 
and divorce scandals, but must be a ‘simple life, that 
she must be satisfied to live in a cottage and subsist 
on bread and cheese and love and kisses, then he does 
not tell his love in sonorous numbers, but makes mo- 
tions like a modest ccttage or a plece of cheese. All 
the story must be told by actions alone, for these 
bloody scenes take piace in the studio of the Selig 
Polyscope company. .

Everything Shown in Pantamime. 

Because the moving picture machine cannot record 
words as the artists in the comic section do, or thoughts 
by having an ‘arrow and a picture of a dark cloud, 
“indicating gloom,” the actors must be more careful 
in their gestures than the actors on the stage. Even 
the use of the deaf and dumb language would have 
its disadvantages, for the average patron of the nickel 
theatoriums probably would know as little about this 
language as he does about Choctaw or the tongue of 
the Medes and Persians. 

In these polyscope dramas a conhected story,. either 
melodramatic or comic, is toh entirely by means of 
gestures. The expression on the face of the actor 
may help in the teiling of Ligszsie’s wrongs, Dut his 
pose ie even more important. He must throw his hat 
into the air to express joy, snap his fingers to show 
contempt, and droop his shoulders to indicate sorrow. 

The heartrending and “moving” dramas of the 
moving pictures need more “props” than the dramas 
of the really truly theaters. The Selig company ‘has 
a whole shed in which to store its props, and the 
studio after a playlet has been produced looks like a 
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mixture of a junk shop hit by a cyclone and ‘the eut- 
side of a burtiing house after the missus has thrown 
out the family cat, the piano, and all her other lares 


and penates. .

Regular Actors from Theater Emplayed. 


Three stage carpenters are kept busy and the soene 


shifters are members of the stage hands’ union, 


same nomenclature is used as is customary on the 
stage, so that if one could imagine footlightse~n place 
of the blue vacuum lights and an excited audience in- 
stead of the bilasé stage manager one could believe 
himeelf in a theater. 

When the outline of the play is worked out to the 
satisfaction of the manager, and the props have been 
secured to the satisfaction of the producer, and the 
scenery has been painted, then the stage is set up 
ready for the actors.

A. B. Moroney, R. M. Conway, apd R. B. 
Kroh, of Oklahoma City, who were appointed 
by the Oklahoman to judge the want ad con- 
test, awarded the $8 to Silber. 

But that was only the beginning of Silber’s / 
good luck. Readers of the Oklahoman be- 
came interested in the young man through 
the want ad. They called upon the law firm 
of Burwell, Crockett & Johnson, Oklahoma 
City, and begged the attorneys as an act of 
charity to go.to Gilber’s relief. They did so. 
The matter was en up by letter with J. B. 
Burns, county attorney of Kay county. “* Bil- 
ber ts a model prisoner,”’ wrote Burns. “I 
will have no objection to your securing a pa- 
role or pardon for hinf,"’ 

L. B. Hart, undersheriff, rep his 
chief, wrote: ‘‘I am not in favor of helping 
criminals out of jall, but from what evidence 
I can’ get this man should not have been in 
jail to start with, and I think it a miscarriage 
of justice. If I had any influence with the 
governor of the state I would use it in trying 
to get a pardon for this boy: was arrested 
through spite more than anything else. Being 
a stranger, he pleaded guilty and took a jail 
sentence rather than to stand trial and run 
the risk of going to the penitentiary,”’ 

County Attorney Burns, following the cir- 
culation of a petition for the pardon of Silber 
which was sgned ei ihthd evanty © pascal in 
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Kay county and most of their deputies, asxk- 
ing for the pardon of Stiber, wrote a personal 
letter to Gov. Haskell asking him to grant an 
unqualified pardon to Silher. Judge William 
M. Bowles, who tried the case; R. BE. Roder, 
sheriff, and L. B. Hart, undersheriff, also 
wrote personal appeals to the governor. 

The influence of legislators also was in- 
yoked and a committee made up of members 
of pense and qenate wad ihe before — gov- 
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ernor and pleaded in Silber’s behalf. The 
Pardon was granted, and Silber, after going

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL’S SMOKE. 

The letter of President Harahan of the 
Illinois Central railroad to the chairman 
of the Hamilton club’s municipal art and 
civic improvement committee deserves the 
attention of the public. It is not an en- 
couraging expression, but it is an instruc- 
tive one. 

President Harahan writes: 


“With re- 


for steam on locomotives I would say 
that it is a large question and one which 
cannot be answered offhand.” 

President Harahan has put his pen 
upon the vital point precisely. Blectrifi- 
cation is a large question. It is a ques- 
tion which cannot, or, rather, must not 
be answered offhand. But that happens 
to be just what the management of the 
Illinois Central railroad is suspected by a 
discerning public of doing. The question 
seems to have been answered offhand, and 
answered with a decisive “ No!” 

President Harahan’s unfavorable atti- 
tude toward electrification is based on two 
grounds. The first is the Amechanical ob- 
jection, namely, that “the art of electri- 
fication of steam railroads is yet in its 
infancy,” that “the experience in the 
electrification of the New York Central 
terminals in New York City has developed 
many difficulties,” and that “ experience 
has not been sufficient to demonstrate the 
most economical type.” 

Thus the first objection really merges 
{nto the second, the financial objection, 
which a fair analysis of President Hara- 
han’s letter proves to be the sole funda- 
mental! objection. 

On this aspect of the question the pub- 
lic should take and undoubtedly is ready 
to take a reasonable, even a liberal posi- 
tion. President Harahan points out with 
some justice that it is not financially pos- 
sible to replace an entire equipment in 
which a large sum has been invested with 
another costly one. But in emphasizing 
this recognized fact he only enforces the 
expediency, the necessity for that prepa- 
ration of which his road gives no sign 
nor he a single assurance. Retquipment 
should be fairly gradual. But it must 
have a beginning, and that beginning 
should be postponed no longer. 

What President Harahan and those 
who rule the destinies of the Illinofs Cen- 
tral railroad obviously leave out of ac- 
count is this: The financial question has 
two sides to it. The cost of electrification 
will be heavy. The cost of the smoke 
and noise nuisance to the community fs 
a hundredfold heavier. 

President Harahan says no business 
man “can afford to make a large initial 
outlay unless such outlay is compensated 
by a reduction in the cost of operation.” 
There {s a chasm in President Harahan’s 
logie just exactly as wide as the public’s 
interest in the operation. 

To fill it up may be a process arduous 
to the “public and painful to the owners 
of the Illinois Central railroad... It is to 
be hoped President Harahan will recon- 
sider and revise the simple formula he 
has worked out. There fs a factor be- 
sides the reduction of the cost of opera- 
tion, and that factor is the cleanliness and 
quiet and health of thousands of Chi?- 
eago’s citizens, and the common good of 
the city upon whose resources the Illinois 
Central railroad company richly thrives. 


SENATOR JEFF DAVIS HAS DONE IT. 

It has come at last. The Hon. Jeff 
Davis has blown up and scattered all over 
the United States senate, of ‘which digui- 
fied body he is a dignified member. The 
startled octopuses are scampering for 
cover with their tentacles curled up under 
them in fear. Predatory interests, vul- 
pine wealth, gluttonous graft, rapacious 
consolidations, and all the powers which 
work for wickedness and woe are shaking 
in their boots. 

The trusts are smashed, and so is the 
dictionary. The shivering fragments of 
sesquipedalian polysyllables litter the sen- 
ate floor and the senators who have the 
honor of being the associates of the Hon. 
‘Mr. Davis are tottering around under 


ears and intellects barely sustained. 

They have been through a Dante's in- 
ferno of language, and if they recover 
their health before congress adjourns it 
will prove their sturdy physical condition.

SCHOOL ROOF GARDENS. 

New York City has found a relief fo~ 
congested districts in the establishment of 
roof gardems upon public school buildings. 
During the hot summer months people 
are given access to these gardens under 
easy regulations. Thousands of them 
take advantage of the opportunity thus 
afforded for a little fresh air and for 
cooling breezes when others are swelter- 
ing on the street below. 

The suggestion made to the members 
of the Chicago board of education by the 
buildings and grounds committee that a 
similar playground be provided upon the 
roof of a proposed new schoolhouse re- 
calls the ew York experiment. The 
question at once arises in the mind of the 
citizen whether the conditions in Chicago 
are at all comparable with those in the 
crowded parts of Manhattan island. 

We have become accustomed to- think- 
ing that “all outdoors” is available for 
Chicago boys and girls. There are so 
many vacant lots and unimproved areas 
that it seems unnecessary to provide a 
playground up in the air. If there are 
particular locations where the unused lots 
are few the already established small 
park idea seems far more desirable than 
the plan proposed. 

A playground upon a school] roof could 
be used only in warm and fair weather. 
The small park affords facilities the 
whole year round. To meet a possible sit- 
uation where opportunities for healthful 
recreation are limited the small park has 
far greater attractiveness. The roof play- 
ground is a distinct makeshift. Its limf!- 
tations are quickly recqgnized. The small 
park makes itself helpful to all members 
of the family. It is a healthful influence 
in every way. Better results in the long 
run can be secured through outlays for 
additional breathing places of this type 
than through the expenditure of public 
funds as suggested to the board of edu- 
cation,

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The proposal of President Kavanaugh 
of the. St. Louis waterway commission 
for the creation of a federal department 
of public works has much to commend it. 
The nation is beginning to look upon na- 
tional improvements in a national way 
after many years of neglect. It is time 
we codrdinated our plans of development, 
and the first step toward system and con- 
centration is the putting of all federal 
public work under one direction. 

At present we have the treasury de- 
partment building our public buildings, the 
interior department building our dams and 
carrying on our irrigation projects, the 
war department improving our harbor 
works. This distribution is purely his- 
toric, arising out of the conditions and 
needs of the time. It has no real basis in 
necessity, therefore it probably would not 
be difficult, it certainly would not be im- 
possible, to collect these various functions 
under one administrative head. ‘ Forest 
protection, water power development, irri- 
gation and reclamation, waterway im- 
provement, harbor improvement, public 
buildings, and all public works may well 
be made to relate to one another in a 
broad scheme. . 

Certainly there is everything to be 
gained and nothing lost by a far sighted 
an@ coherent dealing with such closely 
related subjects as waterway and water 
power development, while the effect of 
forestation upon both has now tardily be- 
come apparent to nearly all,

the antiquity of English laws with regardia 
the tenure of land, but also to recall to mind 
some of the most romantic peerage cases 
of the British aristocracy. Lord Fitzhar- 
dinge’s action, to the judgment of which in 
his favor the London: Times devoted no.less 
than five of its closely printed columns, 
turned upon the question as to whether or 
not the grant made by King Henry II. in 
1154 of the castle of Berkeley to Robert 
Fitzhardinge, ancestor of Lord Fitzhardinge, 
extended to the fore shore of the river Severn, 
along which his lands are situated. _. 

The court decided that-the crown is, prima 
facie, owner of the foreshore and: bed of a 
tidal navigable river just as it is of the fore- 
shore of the sea; that the public had a.com- 
mon law right to fish and navigate the waters 
thereof, any grant by the crown being lim- 
ited by these rights. But it likewise insisted 
that the crown had the power to alienate its 
ownership to the foreshore and Led of the 
Severn when and where uncovered by water, 
erd that the grant therefore by King Henry 
II. te the lords of Berkeley castle was per- 
tectly valid. Moreover, there was no ground 
for the contention that the king's subjects 
had the right to shoot wild fowl from the 
banks or along the foreshore of a navigable 
tidal river. 


Berkeley castle was the scene of the shock- 
ing murder in 1827 of King Edward IH, 
Gray’s following lines in “ The Bard " com- 
memorate the tragedy: 

** Mark the year, and mark the night, 

When Severn shall reécho with affright 

The shrieks of death, through Berkeley's 
roof that ring, 

Shrieks of an agonizing king!’’ 

The castle is situated within about two 
miles of the Severn. It dates ftom the Nor- 
man period, although there. was a@ strong- 
hold there in the days of the anglo-Gaxon 
kings, and among its treasures is preserved 
a goblet belonging to its one time owner, the 
great Earl Goodwin. Henry Il. is on record 
as having spent some time there as the guest 
of Robert Berkeley. But the latter took 
the side of King Stephen, and in consequence 
thereof lost Berkeley castle and his Glou- 
cestershire estates, which were bestowed by 
Empress Maude’s son, Henry II., upon Rob- 
ert, the.son of Hardinge, or Fitzhardinge; an 
enormously rich Bristol merchant, who had 
been one of her principal ‘Supporters and 
champions. 

> 

The old Berkeleys were not, however, root- 
ed out of the countryside. So Robert Fitz- 
hardinge, the sagacious Bristol merchant, 
made an alliance with them, giving one of his 
daughters to their heir, and taking a daugh- 
ter from them, as the wife of his own son 
Maurice. 

Maurice, by virtue of his marriage, as- 
sumed the name of Berkeley, was known as 
Maurice de Berkeley, and inherited the Berke- 
ley castle and estates. His great-grandson 
was created Lord Berkeley, and for his mili- 
tary services in the Welsh wars of King 
‘Edward I. received by a special grant the 
queer hereditary privilege of hunting with 


his own dogs, the hare, the badger, and the’ 


wild cat in the royal forests. 

His son, the second Lord Berkeley, was 
summoned to pariiament as Lord Berkeley 
of Berkeley castle, and it was on the strength 
of this summons, in which he was styled the 
king’s ‘‘ beloved kinsman,” that the claim 
was made more than five centuries later that 
the title was inalienable from the castle. 

ae 

It was his eldest son, the third Lord Berke- 
ley, who had the custody of Edward II. at 
Berkeley castle. But it is only fair to add 
that by reason of the humanity with whith he 
treated his royal captive he was deprived of 
his trust and compelled to surrender the cus- 
tody of the imprisoned monarch to Lord 
Maltravers and Sir Thomas Gournay, or Gur- 
ney,:who put him to death in the frightful 
fashion related in history. Edward III. 
brought his father’s murdegers to justice, 
and, although Lord Berkeley was arraigned 
as a participator in the crime, he was honor- 
ably acquitted. The ninth lord of Berkeley 
was transformed by King William and Queen 
Mary into an earl of Berkeley, and it was the 
fifth earl whose domestic relations were the 
origin of perhaps the most famous peerage 
cases in the history of the British aristocracy. 

Prior to his accession to his father’s honors 
he had fallen in love with a wonderfully 
pretty girl of the name of Mary Cole, and on 
succeeding to the earldom and to the estates 
he introduced her everywhere as his wife, 
leaving it to be inferred that he had married 
her quietly some years previously. There 
were at the time several children—I think six 
or seven—already born to the union, and the 
eldest one was known everywhere by his fa- 
ther’s second title of Viscount Dursley, as 
‘which he sat and voted in the house of com- 
mons. 

For some strange reason or other, possibly 
to silence any questions that might arise in 
connection with the alleged secret marriage 
in the Berkeley Parish church in 1785, he 
went through another ceremony of marriage 
with his wife in 1796 at Lambeth, and subse- 
quent to this Lambeth marriage three more 
sons were born. 

oe 

When the fifth eari died in 1810 and his son, 
Lord Dursley, applied to the house of lords 
for a writ of summons as ear! of Berkeley the 
question as to the authenticity of the first 
and secret marriage was raised, and after 
prolonged legal proceedings the committee 
of privileges of the house of lords found itself, 
after careful investigation, compelled to de- 
cide against the validity or even the existence 
of the 1785 marriage, and placed on record 
its opinion to the effect that the documents 
produced in support of the marriage were 
forgeries and that the people concerned in 
their production had been guilty both of for- 
gery and of conspiracy. 

Lord Dursley himself and his brothers were 
exempted from any guilty cognizance of the 
alleged crime and were held to have acted 
throughout in good faith. Moreover, the dead 
earl was excused on the ground that he had 
been prompted in the matter by parental love 
and by devotion to his wife, against whom no 
proceedings whatsoever were instituted. 

So univereal, indeed, was the sympathy for 
Lord Dursley that George IV., then regent, 
created him Lord*Fitzhardinge in his own 
right, while by his father’s will he remained 
in possession of the historic castle of Berke- 
ley and of all the estates that did not happen 
to be entailed. Nor was any opposition 
thereto made by his brother, Thomas More- 
ton Berkeley, the eldest son born after the 
Lambeth marriage of 1796. 

oe 

In fact, Thomas absolutely declined to as- 
sume the earldom or to take his seat in the 
house of lords as such, on the ground that if 
he were to accept the verdict of the commit- 
tee of privileges of the house of lords he 
would be acknowledging the illegitimacy of 
his elder brothers and sisters, of whom he 
was fond, the dishonor of his widowed moth- 
er, to whom he was passionately devoted, and 
the charges of forgery and fraud imputed to 
his father. 

He never married and went through life as 
Mr. Thomas Berkeley, furnishing a particu- 
larly notable illustration of what may be de- 
scribed as filial chivalry and generosity. He 
had two younger brothers, one of the name 

of George Grantley Berkeley, who, with his 
two sons, predeceased him, leaving no issue, 
and the other, Craven Berkeley. Craven died 
in 18556—that is to say, during the lifetime of 
his elder brothers—leaving a daughter, Lou- 
isa Mary Berkeley, who as such succeeded 
on the death of her uncle, Thomas Moreton 
Berkeley, de jure sixth earl of Berkeley, to 
his ancient barony of Berkeley, which, being 
a barony by writ, is heritable in the female 
line. 

She married Gen. Milman, for so many 
years lieutenant of the tower of London,and 
died leaving an only daughter of the name of 
Eva, who is Baroness Berkeley in: her own 
right, and married.to Capt. Frank Foley of 
the Royal Berkshire regiment and a member 
of the family of which Lord Foley, is the chief.

When Thomas Moreton Berkeley died with- 
out issue, the barony of the family thus de- 
scending to his niece, claims were put for- 
ward to the earldom of Berkeley by George 
Lennox Rawdon Berkeley as a great-great- 
grandson of the fourth earl of Berkeley. His 
claim was admitted by the committee of priv- 
tleges of the house of lords, and it is his gon 
who ts the present ear! of Berkeley. Married 
to a Gayety girl, now dead, he is without any 
heir, an invalid, anid with his death the earl-

How foolish then are we, who have the 
greatest, the enduring treasures by simply 
taking them, if we waste our powers and 
our time in striving after the things that are 
not worth while.

Querterly. and monthly reviews, weekly jour- 
pals, and even the daily newspapers, accord 
pages and columns to the controversy which 
has arisen as to the relative merits of the 
two men. 

The most intense bitterness Is being dis- 
played by the rival disputants, with the re- 
sult that the memory of the héro of Khar- 
tcum has been most unjustly assailed, while 
on the other hand | 
magnificent seryices rendered by the author 
of “Modern Egypt” in transforming the 
Land of the Nile froma lawless, hopelessly 
bankrupt, and cruelly Oppressed country into 
@ well governed, prosperous, law abiding, 
and progressive nation. No one can deny that 
Gordon. was an English soldier of a most in- 
spiring type, a Christian Lero in the best 
sense of the word, filled with sentiments of 
boundless sympathy for every form of human 


suffering, and to such an extent the slave of 


hiés conscience, that he preferred to sacri- 
fice one of the most honor@®bie and lucrative 
offices in the government of India rather than 
be.a.party to what was after all one of the 
mere accepted white lies that are indispens- 
able to social usage and intercourse. 

Moreover, declining to avail himseif of the 
orportunities to effect his own escape from 
Khartoum,\ he preferred to perish at the 
post which he had chosen rather than aban- 
don those natives whom he had been sent to 
rescue and who having pinned their faith on 
him, were assured of a terrible end at the 
hands of the dervishes if he deserted them. 
He died the death indeed of a martyr to his 
sense of duty. 

— 


Whether Gordon ought ever to have been 
sent on that mission to Kha m from which 
he never returned is an question, and 
Lord Cromer, as will be seen presently, was 
well justified in demurring to his appoint- 
ment. For Gordon, with all hismany admir- 
able and fascinating qualities, was neither a 
facile associate nor an obedient subordinate. 
Few, knew him better than the late Col. 
Mason Bey, formerly of the confederate 
army, and who died in the service of the 
khediviate only a few years ago. He was 


term of governor generalship of the Soudan, 
and on being asked how he alone of all Gor- 
don’s subaltern officers had managed to re- 
main on terms of close friendship and in- 
timacy with him, was fond of relating the 
pecuilar arrangement. which he had made 
with his chief to avoid friction. 

Gordon realized that he had in some re- 
spects an ungovernable temper and that 
there were moments when he,was in such 
a@ state of irritation as to be literally unap- 
proachable. Anxious to avert any quarrel 
with so good a fellow and so loyal a lieuten- 
ant as Mason, he arranged with the latter 
that whenever he felt these fits coming upon 
him he would hang out of his window at 
‘Khartoum a huge old battle ax, dating from’ 
the time of the Crusaders, and which he 
hed picked up somewhere in the Soudan. 
Mason, whenever he caught. sight of this 
storm signal, kept away from Gordon, and 
nothing, not even the most pressing and ur- 
gent business, would induce him to go near 
his chief at such times, 

Moreover, some of Gordon's letters writ- 
ten in 1878-'79, towards the close of his first 
‘governor generalship of the Soudan, to the 
cabinet at Cairo, and shown by the then 
premier, Nubar Pasha, to Cromer, at that 
time commissioner of the debt, were couched 
in such extraordinary language and so ter- 
Tibly abusive as to render all those who 
like myself had an opportunity of reading 
them doubtful about the wisdom of Gordon's 
reappointment to the Soudan five years later 
—that is to say, in 1884. 

It must be remembered that Nubar was 
again prime minister when the dispatch of 
Gordon to Khartoum was forced from Eng- 
land upon Khedive Tewfik, Lord Cromer, and 
the Egyptian government, all equally averse 
thereto; and for his subsequent fate it is 
those who thus extorted his appointment 
who are primarily responsible, but certainly 
not Lord Cromer.

An attempt has been made to insinuate that 
the late queen and the present king had a 
hand in the matter. There is not the slight- 
est foundation for any such inference. Quite 
the contrary is the case. Both were great 
admirers of the general, but they also were 
aware of the peculiarities of his character, 
especially the then prince of Wales, and in 
February, 1884, I recall a discussion at Mar!l- 
borough house in which the fact was brought 
to light that the heir apparent doubted the 
wisdom of his mission to the Soudan. 

What Lord Cromer does not mention in 
his book is that within three weeks before 
Gordon’s dispatch by the English govern- 
ment to Cairo for the purpose of taking up 
the appointment of governor of the Soudan 
and charge of the evacuation, the general 
had in a public interview denounced Khedive 
Tewfik and his prime minister, Nubar Pasha, 
in the most scathing fashion. I happened to 
be in Cairo at the time, and, having known 
Tew prior to his accession to the throne, 
saw much of him just then. He cruelly re- 
sented the expressions used concerning him 
by Gordon, and discussed them with me on 
several occasions. 

It readily will be understood, therefore, 
that he was dismayed by the sudden an- 
nouncement of the intentions of the English 
government with regard to Gordon, his senti- 
ments’ being echoed by Nubar and, indeed, 
by most of the leading Egyptian statesmen 
ae well as by those older English and for- 
‘elgn employés of the khedivial government 
who had been brought into contact with the 
general when he was formerly in the Soudan. 
In fact, everybody in Calro was opposed 
not only to the Downing street policy of the 
abandonment by Egypt of the Soudan, but 
also to the selection of the officer charged 
with the duty of putting into execution the 
evacuation of that great dependency. 

When Gordon arrived In Cairo the khedive 
and Nubar put a good face upon the matter 
and treated him with honor and distinction, 
furnishing him the necessary decrees, invest- 
ing him with the governor generalship of the 
Soudan. But that they approved of his nom!i- 
nation, or that they bore him any good will, 
is just as difficult to believe as that Lord 
Cromer witnessed his departure for Khar- 
toum with anything but the strongest mis- 
givings.

There are two things which it seems to me 
are necessary to emphasize in order to form 
@ proper appreciation of the controversy now 
in. progress about Gordon, Cromer, and 
“ Modern Egypt.” The reluctance of the 
eminently pacific Mberal administration of 
Mr. Gladstone to embark upon that policy 
which resulted in the bombardment of Alex- 
andria, and in that military occupation of 
Egypt which Great Britain has retainedever 
since, is well known. So distasteful, indeed, 
was this policy to the cabinet that one of 
ifs most notable members—namely: John 
Bright, preferred to resign rather than to bea 
party thereto.
